POLICY COSTS POSITION 


In fact it was the refusal of Mr. 


Crowley to agree with the Shipping 
Board In the sale of the Pacific coast 
ships which cost him his position. 
There was no reflection on him. 
He 


was put in office when the majority 
of the board was not in line with the 
CooTidge policy and when it was still 
believed that the government should 
retain the vessels and operate them 
rather than let them go at a sacrifice 
without a guarantee that 
certain 


trade routes would be maintained. 


Mr. Coolidge 
took his time 
and 


finally 
re-organized . the 
Shipping 


Board by the use of his power of ap- 
pointment. 
Accenting the resigna- 


tions of Bert Haney of Oregon and 
Fred Thompson! of Alabama who saw 
no opportunity to carry out the poli- 
cies in which they believed, Mr. Coo- 
lidge hesitated a long time before 
re-appointing 
Chairman 
O'Connor. 


The /latter had voted to remove Ad- 
miral Palmer who had been appoint- 
ed at the request of Mr. Coolidge. 
This incident was finally explained to 
the president by Interested • friends 
and Mr. O'Connor was forgiven and 
re-appointed.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP 


An interesting account of the ex- 


periences of nearly two hundred cities in 
Iowa with municipal ownership of their 
electric light and power supplies is de- 
tailed by Arthur M. Evans in an article 
published by the Chicago Tribune. 
Ac- 


cording to the vi'iter. one hundred seven 
cities in that ^tate have foresaken nrtini- 
cipal ownership entirely, while seventy- 
two others which own their distribution 
systems have ceased supplying their en- 
ergy and buy it from transmission lines. 
There is no municipal ownership of street 
railways in Iowa. 
Many of them would 


like to sell but they cannot get the muni-" 
cipalities to buy. 


It is a matter of cold, practical experi- 


ence with lowaiar.s. 
They have found, 


ancr testing out over a long period of 
years both private and municipal owner- , 
ship of power plants, that they can secure 
cheaper energy from the former. In dol- 
lars and cents they are money ahead to 
let these enterprises be owned and oper- 
ated by private capital. 
In the year 


1022. Iowa municipal electrical plants 
were receiving 0.3 cents per kilowatt hour 
for their total output, while commercial 
establishments were selling their total 
output at 1.8 cents per kilowatt hour. 
Current for lighting cost about the same 
for both types of plants, but on current 
for power the average kilowatt hour rev- 
enue was 1.5 cents for the commercial 
as against 5 cents^for the municipal plant. 


We have always believed that munici- 


palities are better served at 'lower prices 
by privately operated companies in all 
branches of municipal service except wa- 
ter. 
A city's water supply, by its very 


nature, ought to be owned and controlled 
by the municipality. 
The people can af- 


ford to pay more for their Avater if! neces- 
sary. 
Street cars, gas and electricity, 


while essentials are not indispensable. All 
of these businesses are more or-lcss com- 
petitive. Private companies have learned 
* ". - '^" • '.• "^- 
' / 
m the last generation that it pays them 
to give bonafide service to their custom- 
ers at the lowest possible 'cost consistent 
with a reasonable 
profit. 
They have 


learned to treat the public considerately 
and they have come,to- understand that 
the permanency of their business and its 
success depend entirely on public good- 
will. This has resulted 
in a lower- 


ing of rates for public service and a great 
improvement in the service itself. More- 
over, most companies engaging in power 
development and supply are now conduct- 
ing these enterprises as operating con- 
cerns, and are not using them to exploit 
the people through financial manipula- 
tion. 


The experiences of Iowa arc illumin- 


ative. They show unmistakably that the 
trend toward efficiency, economy and high 
class service is altogether on the side of 
privately owned public utilities. 
On'tlie 


other hand, plants tiiat remain in munici- 
pal ownership are even more extravagant- 
ly operated than they formerly were, with 
increased rates to the consumer and high- 
er taxes to the property owners. In both 
the conduct-of public utilities by owner 
and operator and in their regulation !•;>• 
the state and municipality, we are ap 
proaching a condition which is highly sat- 
isfactory from the .standpoint of the con- 
sumer.

Heavy Expense Is Chief 


Trouble Of U. S. Farmer 


Itabson Park, Mass,—In view of the 


crop reports coming from the central 
west. Roger W. Babson has been mak- 
ing a special study of the conditions 
of crops and the farmer. In connec- 
tion with his conclusions, Mr. Babson 
comments on. the political situation 
with its effects on business and in- 
'estments. 
"First, let me say that the crop sit- 


uation is not nearly as bad as the 
headlines in the papers would make it 
out to be. It is true that the spring 
:vheat is below the ten year average; 
but winter wheat, owing to the larger 
acreage planted, 
may 
exceed last 


rear's production. The crops differ, 
some showing an improvement over 
ast year, and others showing a de- 
cline. It is too early to rjake any def- 
nite forecasts regarding corn or pota- 
:oes; 
but 
apples, 
peaches, 
pears, 


trapes and most other fruits should 
have a good year. So much for the 
general crop situation as a whole. Not 
only will there probably be fairly good 
production, but, owing to foreign con- 
ditions, the total value of the crops 
for 1926 should compare 
favorabb 


with 1925. 


"When one studies definite 
local- 


ties, however, he finds the country 
very "spotty. Certain sections are do- 
ng well while other sections are do- 
ng poorjy. South Dakota, and ad- 
joining sections, which had consider- 
able improvement in conditions a year 
ago, is again in trouble. I believe fffat 
the farmers of South Dakota feel even 
more discouraged today "than their 
northern neighbors did a few years 
ago at the height of their radicalism. 
Although then 
suffering 
from poor 


crops, yet the latter were hopeful that 
certain socialistic experiments would 
bring them safely through. They 
started state grain elevators, farmers' 
janks and other experiments, 
but 


these failed. Hence the northwestern 
farmers today are not only up against 
a bad agricultural situation, but have 
no remedy in mind to stimulate thern 
for the years to come. This same sit- 
uation is spreading to Iowa, Nebras- 
ka, Oklahoma, and other states. Al- 
though we may see no immediate ec- 
onomic solution for the farmers' trou- 
bles, these troubles nevertheless are 
very real. Were we in the shoes of the 
average western farmer we would be 
radicals ourselves. 
HIGH BXPENSES THE TROUBLE 


"The farmers have not been both- 


ered with droughts and pests as in the 
old days. Crop failures, such as oc- 
curred in the nineties, have not been 
the cause ~of their troubles. The good 
\\ork of Agricultural Departments, 
both federal and state, and that of ag- 
ricultural colleges, 'agricultural jour- 
nals, etc, have'caused farmers to di- 
versify their crops and farm more in- 
telligently. Moreover, the prices which 
they receive for the crops are fairly 
good. Of course, the prices of" crops 
today, with all Europe farming, do not 
compare with prices of crops when 
all the people of Europe were fighting. 
If, however, we eliminate the 
five 


years £&? the war, we will find that 
prices of today compare very 
well 


with a ten or twenty year average of 
either cereals or other commodities 
such as coal, copper, lead. etc. The 
farmers' troubles are not due to cither 
crop failures or low prices. 


"The farmers' troubles are due to 


the fact that their expenses have in- 
creased more in the past ten years 
tnan their income. During the war 
the farmers' cost of production was, 
suddenly raised to a much higher 
basis. Since the war the income has 
dropped off, but the cost of production 
has kept up'. There is no question but 
that today the farmers have very lit- 
tle net income and many are operat- 
ing at a loss. The difficulty, however, 
is not with the quality of the crop or 
the price received, but the trouble is 
due to increased operating expenses. 
These increased expenses apply not

changed, though their low level has 
caused many of the smaller plants to 
curtail operations. 


Wesl coast fir mills did a big busi- 


ness during the week ended June 26, 
orders exceeding the cut by nine per 
cent, as many buyers wished to pro 
vide for their needs before the July 
Fourth shutdown. Orders from the 
middle West wer^ especially heavj 
and there was alst> a large volume 
from the Atlantic coast. Mixed cars 
have been bringing good prices, but 
the market as a whole has not ad- 
vanced from its low level. 


Hardwood producers have been en- 


couraged by the reentrance of furni- 
ture buyers into the market, as their 
abcence, due largely to slow sales of 
furniture at retail, has been a depress 
ing influ«hce. During the week end- 
ed June 26, the southern mills book- 
ed a volume of orders in excess of 
their production, though this was at 
one of the highest points on record, 
but it is believed that the pain wa-s 
at the expense of prices. The north- 
ern mills have held prices more firm- 
ly and their bookings for the week 
were light.

The automobile 
has taken the family about and thus 
aroused the desire for more things and 
to live like other people. In even this, 
our sympathies 
must be with the 


wives and children who raise our food 
and who should have just as good 
things to cat as we who eat their food. 


EAST VS WEST 


These western farmers would feel 


very much better if we eastern people 
were suffering at the same time from 
ndustnal troubles. The fact is, that 
while the western farmer has been 
ivorking hard and running into debt, 
his eastern friends have been laying 
abide money. This is due to the fact 
hat the price of manufacturing ma- 
erials has automatically increased as 
the cost of production increased. Al- 
:hough the manuractunng costs and 
;he personal expenditures of eastern 
people have increased just as much in 
he case of the western farmer, yet 
he easterners have been able to pro- 
vide for these increased costs by se- 
curing increased prices for their pro- 
ducts. Not being trained in world ec- 
onomics, the western 
farmer thinks 


here is some hokus-pokus about this 
or else some unfair legislation is help- 
ng the East rather than the West. 


"This unfortunate situation is ag- 


gravated by what has happened to 
and values. If farmers had been 
obliged to keep books the same as 
business men, many farmers would 
probably have found that they never 
made money on the actual production 
of crgps. Even in the good days 
farmers made their money by having 
all the family at work without wages, 
and by enjoying the sensation of coij- 
stantly increasing land values. In oth- 
er words, the farmer looked more at 
the price of his land than he'did at his 
business profits. So long aa_he could' 
get on without getting into debt and 
the price of his farm was constantly 
increasing: in value, he was happy, ir- 
respective of whether or not he made 
money in the operation of the farm. 
Farmers-who bought land at from $5 
to $75 an acre, saw it constantly in- 
crease in value to $100 or $300 per 
acre.' Wlwn I used to argue with them 
as to whether or not they were making 
money, they would reply:" 'We care 
nothing1 about ^your statistics so long 
as the price of our farm is increasing 
in value.' This Jells _the_. real story. 
This was especially encouraging , to 
the farmer in those days because the 
price of eastern property was not then 
increasing. Property in the east show- 
ed no &uch increase in value as prop- 
erty in the west.

POLITICAL SITUATION 


"During the past few years this .sit- 


uation has entirely changed. Western 
farm values have been steadily declin- 
n\S m price since 1918, while proper- 
ty in the East has been steadily in- 
creasing.

JIM BARNES—GRIPPING WOOD AND IRON CLUBS 


There is no difference in the method of gripping except that there may 


be a few minor charfccs between the grip for a full stroke and for a very 
short chip shot or the like. But I do recommend a somewhat tighter grip 
with the fingers for long iron shots than for a swing with wooden clubs. 
The reason for "this is: A player generally uses an iron club where distance 
Is any consideration.- largely because the ball is lyinir a bit'too closely for 
a wooden club. And in such a case a rather tight grip is needed to carry the 
club-head through. Don't confuse this, however, with any tightening up that 
willyrcsult in making'the wrists stiff, which will bo sure to spoil the stroke. 


•"Then, of course, the grip for a niblick shot from a sandtmp or even from 


heavy rough needs to Ivc tighter. Here the need is more urgent. It is neces- 
sary ci'.her to plow through, the sand or else drive the club-head through 
Uiick, heavy grass

No brushes arc- 
used in any ot the washing processes 
ofvthe,new machine as disease germs 
collect very rapidly on the ends of 
hair brushes. 


As soon as the bottles come out of 


the washer thoroughly cleansed and 
sterilized they are transferred to the 
filling machine refilled, capped, and 
put back in the case ready for dis- 
tribution again.
